*** ALL FIREFIGHTERS HAVE THE RIGHT TO A SAFE ASSIGNMENT ***

CURRENT SITUATION: Santa Ana winds caused significant fire activity in
southern California yesterday. Resource mobilization through NICC
included air tankers, radios, crews and miscellaneous overhead to
southern California.

Southern California Large Fires:

SUR, Los Padres NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team (Smith) is
assigned. The fire is located 3 miles south of Big Sur, CA. High winds
increased fire activity yesterday. All planned resource releases have
been put on hold due to the high winds and low humidities.

CALABASAS, Los Angeles County, California. This fire is burning in
grass and brush south of Highway 101, in the Calabasas and Malibu area.
One structure and a mobile home have been confirmed destroyed. Numerous
evacuations have occurred. The fire is burning in some of the areas
that burned in the 1993 Malibu fire.

HARMONY, San Diego Ranger Unit, California State. A State Type I
Incident Management Team is assigned. Twelve homes have been destroyed
with numerous more threatened. The fire is located south of Highway 78
and west of Interstate 15 in the Escondido area. Evacuation centers
have been established in Carlsbad and San Marcos.

RINCON, San Diego Ranger Unit, California State. This fire is burning
northeast of Escondido on the Rincon Indian Reservation. Two hundred
structures are threatened. Over half of the fire is in an inaccessible
area.

LEMON HEIGHTS/MARDICK, Orange County, California. Ten homes were
destroyed and 16 more damaged by this fire in the community of Tustin,
45 miles south of Los Angeles, CA. The fire is contained.

Winds will be from the northeast to east at 20 to
35 MPH with gusts to 45 MPH, but are expected to diminish later in the
day. Conditions will be dry with relative humidities as low as 10
percent. Arizona will be dry and locally windy. High temperatures will
range from the 50"s and 60"s in the mountains to the 70"s along the
coast and upper 70"s and 80"s iIn the deserts.
